Moscow. Oct. 26.—Ruaso-Brit- 
ish relations have reached an acute 
phase over the publication of the 
asserted Zinovieff letter, which the 
soviet government brands as an 
impudent forgery and an election 
campaign manevuvar, designed to 
destroy the Anglo-Rvussian treaty 
and imperil the present friendly 
relations between the two govern- 
ments. 

Maxim Litvinoff, assistant com- 


missar for foreign affairs, bas sent 
a strong denial to M. Rakoveky, 
the charge d@'affaires, in London, 
and M. Zinovief! has denounced the, 
whole affair in d uncertain terms; 
to the British Trade Union Con- 
grees, characterizing the document 
as a “groes falsification.” 

Soviet officials here take grave 
exception to the severe language 
employed in the British note and 
lso resent the signing of the note 
by Mr. Gregory. an underofficial, 
instead of Premier MacDonald, 
which they regard as an affront to 
the dignity of the soviet repub- 
lic. They are ecapecially irritated 
at the sentence in the British 
note: “The soviet government must 
say definigely whether it has or has 
not the wer to. stop such propa- 
ganda of organizations over which 
it can hot exercise control.” 

The Britieh note as published in 
London does not contain the fore- 
going sentence in the form quoted, 
but telle the soviet government 
that if it has the power to carry 
out ements it ought to do so, 
and if it has not the power, and 
if the responsibilities which be- 
long to the State in other coun- 
tries, are in Russia in the keep- 
ing of private and irresponsible 
bodies, the soviet government,

‘WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—A na- 
tional conference on street and 
highway safety has been called by 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover to 
be held in Washington on Decem- 
ber 16, 16 and 17. 

Secretary Hoover, in a statement 
explaining the purpose of the con- 
ference, declared that the death 
of 22,600 persons, injury to ¢78,- 
000 persons and property damage 
amounting to $600,.000.,000 from 
traffic accidents in the year, 1933, 
represent a national loss of so 
appalling a character as to war- 
rant thorough consideration of the 
entire problem. 

“The request for a conference 
for the purpose of better organ- 
ization and co-ordination of ac- 
tivities in the reduction of acci- 
dents was proposed to me six 


months ago by a number of na- 
tional associations interested in this

on the subject might function to 
definite purpose I appointed eight 
special committees on different im- 
portant phases of the problem, the

Nation on South is Best 
Customer of America for 
Industrial Devices 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 26.—The 
Mexican market for industrial ma- 
chinery is principally in American 
hands, exports from the United 
States amounting to upward of 
80 per cent of the total. Germany 
is the closest competitor of the 


United States, with exports to 
Mexico ranging from $1,300,000 to 
$2,150,000 during the past four 


years, though American exports 
have veried from $8,000,000 to 
more than $30,000,000 in the same 


period. 

The United States leadership in 
the Mexican machinery market is 
due primarily to the proximity of 
its manufacturing centers and the 
thoroughness with which Amer- 
ican manufacturers of machinery 
have established their products in 


Mexico. 

In spite of the prevailing com- 
mercial depression which has been 
in evidence since 1920, the Mex- 
ican machinery market has shown 
a constant expansion. In 1920 
Mexico was the fifth largest export 
market of the United States for 
industrial machinery, and in 1922 
the fourth. In 1921 Mexico oc- 
cupied first position in this trade, 
and in previous years ranged from 
second to fifth place. 

There is no manufacturing of 
machinery in Mexicd and practi- 
cally all such material is imported 
free of duty. 4 tariff is ed 
againet. imports of other com- 
modities to encourage local manu- 
facture.

September 15 — Bill had 
to go on to Cornell. fore he 
left I asked him: 

“What do you think of my 
tea m?

“Tell you what, Glenn,” he said, 
“you've got a good backfield and 
all the boys are hard workers, but 
there's not much weight in the 
line.

I didn't reply to that but T could 
picture the rest of m brother's 
thoughts. Me stood over six-feet- 
one himeelf and weighed 220 
pounds. The Cornell center, Da- 
itt. and the left guard, Hunt, were 
built in the same proportions. No- 
body ever had punctured the Ith- 
acane’ lines while those lads were 
holding forth, but they had done 
a lot of damage to the other fel- 
lowe’ defense. Bo I knew Bill was 
going back to Cornell to ten his 
comrades just what h. was think- 
ing then; namely, that the Itha- 
cans must keep possession of the 
ball when they met us a month 
later and batter our line to pieces. 
And I had a hunch that the 
formation he would have in mind 
for accomplishing this purpose 
would be their famous guards-back 
play. In, that, you know, one guard 
got back of the other to carry the 
ball, with the whole backfield, in 
tandem formation helping them to 
plow through. the enemy's line. 

Just then everything went 


wrong. ‘ 

Firet, after the initial game of 
the season, Wheelock, our star left 
tackle, probably the best man in 
the position that year and the 
leading drop and place kicker, who 
did all our booting, was taken sick 
and sent to the school infirmary. 

Second, Exedine, our great right 
end, wrenched bis ankle so badly 
in a suce ng game he could 
scarcely run. 

Third, Shochuck, who played at 
center and was as good as there 
was in the country, was so badly 
burt the week before the Cornell 
game he had to be placed in the 
hospital 

There I was, with the big battle 
Test than a week away, with a 
line that my brother Bill had 
called only “pretty good“ com- 
pletely shot to pieces. What 
could I do? 

EPxedine partly solved my trou- 
bles. He insisted he would play 
despite his bad ankle. It was out 
of the question for him to take the 
end assignment. We bound his 
crippled limb with tape so tightly 
that he couldn't move his foot and 
shifted him to right tackle, send- 
ing Whitely, who played the posi- 
tion regularly, to fill the left-tackle 
place vacated by Wheelock’'s m- 


ness. 

But I still had no center and no 
right end. I could throw in a cen- 
ter that might fill Shochuck's shoes 
acceptably, but I could not replace 
Wheelock, whose kicking would be

goal in every game 
he played : 


It was at this time that I was 


given two dGemonstrations of the 
red man's courage which full up- 
held all the legends of their stoical 
indifference to suffering ever told. 

In 1901 when we played the 
Navy at Annapolis. Luho, our left 
tackle, a thin. wiry fellow who 
made up in bravery and football 
brains what he lacked in sise—he 
only weighed 160 pounds—had his 


left wrist smashed and cut open. 
The injury was slow te heal. We 
didn’t tell him at the time, but the 
schoo) physicians thought he had 
a tubercular infection. The super- 
intendent of the academy positive- 
ly refused to let him play any 
more football. His arm was placed 
in a sling and he was instructed 
to indulge in no exercise except 
walking and even then he must 
conserve his strength. 

Lubo couldn't play, but there 
was nothing to prevent his watch- 


ing his team-mates during practice. 


Throughout my brother Bill's s0- 
journ, he trudged up and down the 
field, obeerving everything that was 
done, listening to everything that 
was sald. He was a true indian. 
talking little but retaining every 
scrap of information that came his 
way, although in this case it could 
be of no value to him. 

He was really a pathetic figure. 
In form he would have been a tow- 


er of strength for us. for despite 


his size he could hold his own 
against the huskiest of opponenta. 
But he had been carrying his arm 
in the sling for a year now and it 
was ehriveled away almost to 
mere bone. 

All the time, 
hoping against hope that 
would turn his way. At the start 
of the season he applied for per- 


mission to play but the superin- 
tendent's only reply was an order 
to me. 


„Dont even give him a un- 
form,” he said. “His health means 
more to the school than winning a 
couple of football games.” 

Nevertheless he continued his 
appeals. And when the injury to 
Bhochuck capped the climax of 
our troubles he decided to make 
one more try. 

Four nights preceding the Cor- 
nell game a knock brought me to 


my door. There stood Lubo. 
“Coach,” he said without any 
preliminary, “I'd give anything if 


I could play against Cornell. I 
know how Shochuck and Whee- 
lock can't play. I'd like to go up 


there for you and for Carlisle.“ 


I brought him inside and ex- 
plained as gently as I could that it 
wasn't possible. 

“Not with that arm,.“ T said. 

“But that wouldn't make any 
difference,” he protested, “I've 
been exercising and hape kept in 
good shape in other way. 
Besides, coach, I think I can do 
as much with my right arm as 
with two arms. I can protect my 
left so it won't hurt.” 

I asked where he thought he 
could play. 

“Tackle, in Wheelock's place.“ 

“No, that's out of the question. 
A tackle must have both arms.” 

“Well, then, center.” 

“No, a center must use both 
hands to pass the ball.” 

“Well,” he declared, “I know I 
could play somewhere on the 
team.” 

I had to tell him it was impos- 
sible, although I appreciated hie 
spirit. But when. he left, after 
two hours argument, he inaisted, 
“Bomehow, I'm going to play!“ 


LUBO GETS HIS WAY 


As to when he saw the super- 
intendent I don't know, for it was 
half past ten o'clock when he left 
my house. But the next morning 
the chief telephoned me to come 
to his office. Lubo had been to 
see him again, he said, and had 
amen to be allowed to face Cor- 
nell. 

“I told him, no,“ he added, “but 
the boy said he must play—he 
owed it to Carlisle. He's so fine 
I'm iInclined,to be lenient, if you 
and the doctor think it is pos- 


sible. 

I didn't, because 1 believed Lu- 
bo would be performing merely on 
his ambition. But when the physi- 
can told me that. except for his 
left arm, the Indian was in fine 
condition, I began to change my 
mind. We could at least let him 
practice a bit. I told him so the 
next day, which was the Wednes- 
day preceding the date at Ithaca 
on Saturday. 

He was on hand promptly. tt 


didn't take him long to convince 


me that, handicapped though he 
was, he was better than any sub- 
stitute I could use. If only he 
hadn't had that withered arm. 


That night he came around to

Adopt Devices to Protect 
Fans and Drivers 
Culver City Board Bowl an 
Ideal Auto Course 


Finish Grading on Speedway | 


About November I 


Better safety devices than 
adopted by any other speedway 
in the country are to be employed 
in the construction of the new mile 
and one-quarter board bowl at 


Culver City, according to President: 


Andy Young and Engineer Art 
Pilisbury of the Speedway Cor- 
poration of the City of the An- 


These safety measures will pro- 
tect both drivers and spectators. 
At the foot of the track, which is 
to measure fifty feet from top to 
bottom, a concrete mfety zone 
flush with the boards and thirty 
feet wide is to be built to a con- 
crete step-up which has a wood 
guard rail on top and is backed 
up by a two-foot wall of earth. 
This guard rail is intended to de- 
fleet racing cars which shoot to 
the bottom of the track and in 
addition it serves the added pur- 
pose of stopping the car from 
emashing onto the inner fence, 
twenty feet away, behind which the 
infield spectators gather. 

Grading for the track ts to be 
completed soon efter the first of 
the month, as Pillebury counts on 
letting Jack Prince go to work 
about November 5, allowing him 
fifteen days in which to complete 
the circuit and turn it over to the 
drivers for practice. 

Right now Pilisbury has sbout 
£00 men on the job, but expects to 
have between 1500 and 2900 work- 
ing when the period is reached 
that their services can be put to 
advantage. Steam shovels, Fres- 
no scrapers, ditch fillers and other 
mechanical contrivances are the 
headliners on the scene of action 
now. 


One of the big features in pre- 


serving the new track from rot 
as a result of water standing un- 
der the supports is a two-foot drop 
from the inside of the track to the 
back of it. This will add $10,000 
to the grading cost. but it will save 
additional thousands that otherwise 
might have to go into repair bills. 

This was one of the, lessons 
Warned from the demolibhing of 
the old Beverly track, it being dis- 
covered that water standing under 
the track during the rainy season 
had rotted some of the supports 
and it would not have been long 
before revamping became neces- 
sary.

oven cents in his pocket, tö be- 
gin his great career. No scene in 
history ever thrilled me more than 
that of the crude, one-room log 
cabin in the Kentucky wilderness, 
where Lincoln was born during a 
bliszard, his. father being away, 
lost in the storm, while seeking 
supplies, the mother and daughter 
pitifully alone, the child almost 
dead, his life saved by the provi- 
dential coming of a stranger who 
sought refuge from the storm. The 
neighbors who came to help .did 
not realize ‘how much that life 
meant any more than the neigh- 
bors in Bethlehem realized, one 
night long ago, the importance of 
the child that was born in a stable. 
But, oh, the value of a single soul! 
You cannot read the history of the 
Civil War, with the blunders and 
antagonisms of our public men, 
the agony and discouragement of 
our nation, without seeing today 


how different all the history of 
the world would have been if that 
child had not lived And who 


knows the importance that may be 
bound up in some child of our own 
day, living in some home of pov- 
erty or working valiantly amid 
hardships, some boy of yours or 
mine, perhaps, who ‘may become 
a greater than Lincoln for all the 
ages to come? 


ALL SHAMS OPPOSED 
“Lincoln had a matchless pow- 
er of seeing threugh all fogs and 
shams to the truth. Much of his 


success as a lawyer he owed to 
this trait. Easy-going through 
most of a trial, saying over and 
over, ‘I haint going to insist on 
that point.“ when the real issue 
of the case was reached he, be- 
came adamant. Juries came to 
know he would not willingly de- 
fend a man whom he believed 
guilty, and this fact weighed im- 
mensely in his favor. When all 
the other political yeaders of his 
day were confused ‘by compro- 
mises and conflicting interests, Lin- 
colin saw clearly that the funda- 
mental issue was the determina- 
tion of the slave-holders te ex- 
tend slavery into new territory, 
and the first necessity was to stop 
that extension. Fearlessly, and 
even at the loss of political advan- 
tage, he proclaimed, ‘A house di- 
vided against iself cannot stand. 
I believe this government cannot 


endure permanently half-sleve and| 


half-free.’ Lincoln saw clearly that 
if any part of the country were 
permitted to secede when laws 
were adopted which that part of 
the country regarded as objec- 
tionable, then all republican form 


ot government would fail and com- 


| rather than to the nation. and 


therefore he never attained the 
greatness of the clear-sighted Lin- 
coln, who also hailed originally 
from a Southern te. but whose 
patriotism wes form the nation as 
a whole. When 
elected President, man 
that in his simplicity he would 
be ruled by the more brilliant and 
experienced politicians of the East, 
but his partner Herndon, wrote 
of him, ‘If any question comes up 
which is doubtful, questionable, 
then his friends can rule him. But 
when on justice, right, liberty, the 
government, the Constitution and! 
the Union, then you may all stand 
aside. He will rule then, and no 
man can rule him—no set of men 
can do it. God will keep Lincoln 
right.” Oh, that we had men of 
such clear vision today, to see and 
interpret the real fundamental 
moral issues of our times, to brush 
aside all plausible demagoguery 
and false, superficial theories that 
are knocking at our doors, and 
uphold the fundamental, age-old 
principles of freedom, kindliness, 
ail end and integrity upon which 
all enduring progress must be 


3 element of Lincoln's 
greatness is in the line To love 
his fellowmen sincerely.” True 
greatness is of the heart, much 
more hege Fg the head. It is so 
easy this, so easy to be 
thrilled. oy it, and so hard to prac- 
tice it. The kindheartedness, mag- 
nanimous goodwill and universal 
brotherliness of Lincoln exalt our 
souls as we read his story. He re- 
fused to hunt game when that was 
the chief means of supplying the 
pioneer cupboard, because he was 
too kindhearted to kill. He en- 
listed in the Black Hawk War. but 
his principal achievement was to 
save the life of an Indian. How- 
ever, his gentleness never prevented 
his entering a struggle where a 
real issue was at stake 


HONESTY HIS ASSET 

“Lincoth was known as ‘Honest 
Abe.” Through all kinds of priva- 
tions he kept separate the $17 he 
owed the government as postmast- 
er till it should be called for. He 
compelled an associate lawyer to 
send back part of the fee collected 
when he thought it too much. His 
ecrupulous integrity was such an 
asset that we are amazed that 
anyone should be so undiscerning 
as not to see that honesty is worth 
immeasurably more than any pos- 
sible gain from short-sighted trick- 
ery and falseness. 

“It was Lincoln's glory that 
through all the darkest experiences 
of his tragic life, he could ‘trust 
in God and heaven securely.’ That 
sublime faith sustained him 
through every calamity. He knew 


and read the Bible with a spiritual 
devotion that shone through his 
words and character. These quall-| 
ties of Lincoln's greatness may be 
yours and mine. They stand out 
so markedly and unmistakably 
that, regardless of our circum- 
stances and surroundings, there is 
no one of us who may not make 
them his own, and whether he be 
President or farmhand, flatboat-' 
man or storekeeper, clerk or law- 
yer, become as noble-hearted by 
the grace of God as Lincoln was 
noble-hearted at every stage of 
his career.’ 


LUTHER PRAISED 
AS WORLD LEADER 


The reformation, accomplished | 
by Martin Luther’. formed the 
theme of a sermon preached yes- 
terday by Dr. Bruce Brown at the 
South Park Christian Church. Dr. 


Brown spoke in part as follows: 
“The greatest event in 2000 


they opened a new chapter in his- 


tory a turned its tide in an- 
other direction. From that date 
increasing multitudes of men have 
set their faces in religion 
toward the right of self-determi- 
nation. From this the con- 
ceptions of government that have 
resulted in the ideals incar- 
nated in the American Constitution 
and in the Declaration of Inde- 

ndence. For good or ill, man- 
ind has fared forth in a new 
venture with every individual 
having the right to decide all 
great questions of life and eterni- 
ty for himself. Other men at oth- 
er times had lifted their voices for 
some of the same principles af- 
firmed by Luther. But until his 
day the dagger or the fagot proved 
effective and their followers were 
soon dispersed. Luther’s far- 
reaching —— was due to the 
fact that he linked doctrine and 
duty. No great reform has ever 
succeeded unless it was based on a 
great dogma.” .

MINISTER FLAYS 
KU KLUX KLAN 


That an “intolerant demand for 
like-mindedness” forms the basis 
of the psychology of the Ku Klux 
Kian is the charge made against 
that organization yesterday by Rev. 
Edward Gaylord in a sermon 
preached at the Church of the Mes- 
lar. Mr. Gaylord said in part: 

“The world needs nonconform- 
iste. The easier thing is to con- 
fotm, to follow the crowd, when 
in Rome to do what the Romans 
do and escape the opposition that 
the nonconformist always arouses. 
But truth and progress do not lie 
that way. Those who have set the 
world forward in its thinking and 
in its customs are those who, 
while holding to the best in the 
past, refuse to be bound by the 
traditions of the past; those who, 
while valuing the judgment of 
ohtre men, keep their mental and 
moral integrity by serving first 
their own convictions dnd con- 
science. A recent study of the 
Ku Kiux Klan discovers in its 
underiying psychology these two 
elements—first, an intolerant de- 
mand for like-mindedness, and the 


reality, such as evolution, or 80 
cialism, or radicalism—ideas to be 
set up like men of straw and 
knocked down without any ides 
as to what they really express. If 
| this is true, the Kian only goes to 
extreme tendencies in our Ameri- 
can life. There is everywhere an 
intolerant insistance upon 
mindedness It is all about us. In 
religion, and hence the bitterness 
between fundamentalist and radi- 
cal, whereas each expresses one 
aspect of truth, and truth advances 
as 4 man refuses to conform to 
either system, but holds his mind 
open for the movement of that 
spirit of truth of whom the prom- 
ise is that it nee 
truth.”

President Coolidge already is 
definitely on record on the prope- 
sition. He vigorously opposed the 
Norris amendment to the tax bill 
as adopted by the Senate providing 
for full publicity of tax returns. 
He argued, and was supported in 
his contention by Secretaries Mel- 
lon and Hoover that the dieclosure | 
of information relative te a man's 
business, earnings and losses was 
an unwarranted invasion of his 
private affairs and that an unfair 
advantage of the information thus 
obtained would be taken by bust 
ness competitors. The President 
threatened to veto the bill if ik 
came to him with the Nerris 
amendment included.

REID'S APPEAL TO BE HEARD 


Final Effort to Escape Gallows to be Made Before 
Supreme Court Here Next Month 


« The attempt of Clarence (“Tuffy”) Reid to escape the hangman's 
noose is to be considered by the State Supreme Court when it con- 
venes here for a two-day session beginning November 6. The court 
calendar as given out Saturday by Clerk Coultis also includes the 
names of Ed Montijo, Lewis Perry and Tom Balley, who are appealing 
their sentences of death for the asserted murder of Patrolman Glen 
E. Bond during a hold-up of the Seventh-and-Hoover-street branch 
of the Merchants’ National Bank of February, 20, last. 


Clarence Reid is making his last 
appeal for life in the form of a 
petition for a writ of error. At- 
torneys for Reid declare that new 
evidence has been found and that 
the case should be reconsidered. 
Six affidavits of jurors who con- 
victed Reid are attached to his 
petition in which the jurors swear 
they recommended the death sen- 
tence after a court bali informed 
them that life imprisonment in 
California meant only ten years’ 
penalty.

WHEAT PRICE S 
AIDED BY POOL 


| Saskatchewan Farmers Use 
California Plan 


Visitor Here Tells of 
of Organization 

Prairie Provinces. Return 80 
Normal Conditions 


The wheat farmers of Saskatche- 
wan believe they have solved the 
problem of how to get their fair 
share of returns for their grain 
products by the establishment of 
a pool modeled after the organi- 
zation formed for the same pur~ 
among the wheat growers in 
California, according to Dr. F. G. 
Salisbury of Saskatoon. : 

Dr. Salisbury, now at the Bu- 
more, is here on ¢ pleasure trip. 
In addition to practicing his pro- 
fession, he is extensively interested 
— —— in the northern wheat 


“Our Canadian lands are en- 
tremely productive, but in former 
years our farmers have failed to 
make mohey no matter how — 
their crops, because ot defects in 
our marketing system,” said Dr. 
Salisbury. “ year our yield 
of wheat was -very heavy, but 

ces were low, especially just 
after the harvest, when many men 
were compelled to sell their prod- 
uct to meet pressing obligations. 

“Early this year the growers got 
together and formed a marketing 
association of which about 65 per 
cent of the farmers are members: 
It was modeled along the lines 
of the California Aasociation of 
Wheat Growers, and provides for 
the handling of all the grain pro- 


duced by the members th hea 
central exchange which attends to 


all marketing. 


ADVANCE I8 PAID . 


“Any farmer in need of money 
may take his wheat to an a0 


whatever he places in storage. This 
vear the advance is $1 bushel. 
The exchange disposes of the wheat 
supply to the best advantage, dis- 
tributing the sales over the entire 
year, thus preventing the market 
from becoming glutted at any 
time. The pool went inte opera- 
tion this year and all indications 
thus far point to its being a suc- 
cess.” 


Dr. Salisbury sald this year’s 
wheat crop had fallen far below 
that of the average yield, which 
runs about thirty bushels to the 
acre, because of a protracted 
drought during the early part of 
the season.

spontaneous, that is, without ap- 
parent local injury. (Simple nose- 
bleeds of childhood are very often 
spontaneous also.) 

In the ordinary form of nase- 
bleed, there is not much blood lost. 

Occa- 
sionally the loss*may be sufficient 
to be fairly alarming. The bileed- 
ing lly ceases spontaneously, 
whether anything ie done for it or 
not, through the natural clotting 
of the blood: Where there is 
much blood lost, there is a lower- 
ing of the blood pressure and that 
helps to stop the hemorrhage.

be required this year and the 
Growers’ Accounting Division is 
working to make a world’s record 
for accuracy by lowering the per- 
centage of orrors even under what 
it was last year. 

Increased efficiency in the hand- 
ling of the accounting details 
connected with each settlement 
was sald to have made it possible 
to do the work in about half the 
time required in previous ns 
and with a considerably smalier 
staff.

DULAIE COOPER CHARMS WITH 
ART AND RADIANCE

Just you wait until New York 
gets a flash at Dulcie Cooper, new 
leading lady at the Majestic! That 
dear old burg will gather the 
rightfully named Dulete, with her 
radiant loveliness and her talent, 
right to its heart and never let 


go again. 
She opened yesterday at the 
Majestic, along with ward BEyv- 


erett Horton, in Frank Craven's 
delightfully human comedy, “The 
First Year.” and everybody in the 
audience was gasping at this ador- 
able child's beauty, her bubbling 
spontaneity, her finish, her ability 
to characterize. Where in the 
world did a girl so young learn in 
her short years to become a fin- 
ished actress? At 19, Duicie has 
the poise and finish of an actress 
twice her age, and she has all the 
charm of freshness and youth. 

I knew I had seen Dulcie some- 


where when she came on the 
stage. Then I remembered. 
It was about three years 


ago that a picture producer called 
me into hie office, shut the door, 
and said: “Now, I'm going to in- 
troduce you to a little rl who 
is going to make the world sit up 
and take notice some day!” He 
called her from an adjoining of- 
fice. and Dulcie and I chatted. She 
was heart and soul for the pic- 
tures then; but afterward, Mar- 
jorie Rambeau took her under her 
wing, and then she played in stock 
at Des Moines. It seems, too, that 
her family are theatrical, and that 
she herself has been on the stage 
on and off ever since she was a 
child. 

As Grace Livingston, afterward 
Mrs. Tucker, the bride, Duicie has 
a great acting part. and never for 
a moment does she fail. Every 
nuance of feeling, comedy, drama, 
whether she is acting, talking or 
merely listening, is put over with 
exactly the right sense of values. 
There is hardly a trace of self- 
consciousness about her—a re- 
markadle fact in view of her 
youth and comparative inexpe- 
rience.

Everybody knows that The Firat 
Year” means the first year of mar- 
ried life—and Craven shows wus 
all those little family spats that 
are so funny—ecroess the foot 
lights. He has given his own pe- 
culiar, lightly satirical touch to 
the family circle stuff, has filled 
his play with bright and humor- 
ous lines, has given us a wealth 
of types. Everybody in the audi- 
ence is saying. “Yes, that’s just 
the way father does or len 
that like mother?“ And when, in 
the last act, Gracie comes home, 
leaving her husband. and father 
undertakes to talk to her, sand 
merely throws her into hysterics 
— well, didn’t a lot of women in 
the audience look at each other? 
Father, quite dull to the tie 
family tragedy going on under his 
very nose, and fussing about the 
Sunday newspaper!

PLEASES DESPITE FAULTS 


There are several surprising 
things about “Soiled,” the picture
